Why ſhonld 
Proteſtants only be at liberty, to ſpend their B'ood for 
the King and-Kingdom's Safety, and the Papiſts fit till, 
and look on? Or why may not the King ſuſpend ſuch 2 
Law, when there is Hannibal ad portas, as the Diſcaſes 
of State, and the various Exigences, and poſture of 
Affiirs require , and bis own Prudence and Difcretion 
E ſhall 
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ſhall dire& him, or invite him to it? I do not (ce 
what irregularities might not be fairly excuſed in ſuch: 
Exigences, by that. Supreme Law of Neceſſity, which 
bears down all Tranſgreflions. 

The King hath indeed promiſed to Govern by Law; 
but the ſafety of the People is an Exception, implied in 
every Monarchical Promiſe : Nor muſt Policy, or Po- 
pularity, prevail againſt Piety. And I am airaid, that 
ſome of them, who object this ſo ſmartly again(t the 
King, have forgot how nany Statute-Laws they them- 
ſelves have broken; and never yet call'd to account 
for them: For which they have reaſon to bleſs God 
and the King, and to be fo very well pleaſed with his 
Clemency to them, as not to grudge others, to be ſha- 
rers with them, in the like Indu'gencies. We enjoy 
enough, and we have no reaſon to deſire, that Men, 
of as unqueſtionable Loyalty as our ſelves, ſhould be 
ftarved, becauſe they are not of our Religion; when 
we neither deny them to be God's Iſrael, nor the 
King's People. We do not fay, That the Church of 
Rome is not a True Church, tho' we aftirm it to be 4 
Corrupt one ; we like their Body well, but not their 
Ulcers; nor have we left Them , but their Errors. 
"Tis the ſame Naaman, and he a Syrian ftill; but Le- 
pros with them, and Chanſed with us : Which we 
ſpeak, not out of cenſure, but grief; for we pity 
their Errors, pray for-their Converſion, and long for: 
a Re-nnion, upon Terms of Faxth, Truth, and Chari- 
ty: Nor indeed, were we Catholicks, or f—_ 
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if we did not. And that the King may be convinc'd, 
that we do it from the bottom of our Hearts : Let 
him ſee, that we envy none of his Perſwaſion, any 
Expreſſions or Marks of his Royal Favour, which he 
thinks fit to confer upon them ; and that our Eye #s 
not Evil, becauſe he is Good. 

We live, I know, in an unhappy Age, wherein e- 
very Man is made to paſs for a Romanift in Maſque- 
rade, who will not be a bare-fac'd Rebel : He muſt 
break all che Ties of Faith, Truth, and Fuſtice, and 
tamely ſubje& all the Laws of God and the King, to 
the imperious Dictates of ſome ſly popular Incendi- 
aries; or elfe he is condemn'd without Mercy, for 
a Betrayer of his Country, and one who is willing to 
part with his Birth-right, Priviledges, and Religion. 
But I hawe not ſo learned Chriſt ; nor am I afraid, or 
aſbamed of any Nick:Names, that ſhall be given me for 
doing my Duty. A good Conſcience never wants cou- 
rage; nor does the Owner of it care more, what Mer 
ſay, than what they dream of him, when he diſcharges 
it. And my Prayer to God ſhall always be, That 
the People of England (thole eſpecially committed to 
my charge) may prove themlelyes as Loyal, as did the 
People in my Text: Who left the Government of 
the Kingdom to Solomon, and went unto their Tents, 
joyful and glad of heart ; which is the Fourth part o 


my Text; to wit, 
IV. Populi Exultatio; the People's Triumph ; They 
were joyful and glad of heart. The Wiſe-man tells us, 
| E 2a That 
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That there is a time to Weep {for the fins and ſuffer 
ings of our ſelves and others; and ſuch was that, 
which we celebrated on Saturday laſt.) and a time to 
Repoyce, | ( tor the. light of God's Countenace lifted upon 
15; and our Relations :) For this, we never had a more 
ſeaſonable time,than that which gives x Being and Autho- 
rity to our-preſent meeting. W hich affords us as much 
reaſon to rejoyee, as the People in my Text had :. Joy 
being an Ecebo a Religions Repercuſſron, ariſing from 
the enjoyment of God's Mercy ; and a fulneſs of joy, 
a dutiful Correſpondence to the fulreſs of God's Mercy. 
Our returns muſt be anſwerable to our receipts. Nor 
will true Gratitude, be either ſullen, or ſilent :. If God 
gives us an | Harveſt: of Mercy, he expeRts a Tithe of 

oy. 
The People in my Text thought themſelves infinite- 
ly happy, that they had been any. ways ſerviceable ro 
their Soveraign's ſatisfaction : And his gracious accep- 
tance- of their performances , fill'd' their Hearts fa 
brim-full of Joy, that it ran over at their Mouths; 
as it is expreſſed in the Fifth- part of. my. Text: 
To wit, 

V. Exultationis Ratio; The juſt Cauſe of their Tri- 
nmph, which is alſo the cauſe of our preſent Aſſembly ; 
All the- Goodneſs which the Lord hath done for David 
his Servant, and for Iſrael his People. God's Goodneſs 
1s never entertain'd, as it ought to be, if not with Joy 
and Gladneſi of Heart ; the very end, at which his Be- 
nefits aim,. being to make glad the Hearts.of Men« 
And.

And if ſuch ſtrong Cordials as theſe, which are now 
Adminiſtred ro us, will not revive our drooping Spirits,. 
and. make the Life of Foy return into. our Hearts ; 'tis 
becaufe we are dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins. Either 
we are not ſenſible of his Favours, or think them not 
worth our Regarding ; it we ſtrive to-ſarother thenr,and 
will not give our hearts leave to inlarge upon them, 
as the Jews here did, who were truly ſenſible of what 
great things the Lord had done for their Nation, and 
how little they deſerved them. 

1. Regi. The firſt thing at- which they ſcem'd fo 
tranſported, 1 for theMercies of God ſhewn to David, 
in Himſelf, and in bis Poſterity ; to Him, and to his Son 
Solomon, who ſucceeded him-; to- whom he had given 
ſuch an extraordinary Gitt of Wiſdom and Vnderftand- 
ing, as no meer mortal Man could plauſibly pretend 
to.: For which his People do not force a ſmile 
in their Faces, but their Foy was Real and-Cordial, it 
kept their reſidence in their Hearts. Not like ſome 
in this Kingdom, who were never more merry, then 
at bis Majeſties Aflictions ; and yet now, upon the 
Turning of the times, faſhion themſelves to 
a Mirth (as well as they can) from their Teeth outwards ; 
and pretend to be affeted with Foy for that,which(if 
their fo:mer Words and Attions are to be credited,), 
1s their greateſt Grief, that they are not able to hin- 
der : They are now- Foyful, as they were before, Lwy- 
al, only in Hypocriſy. But tho' the King and his Peo- 
ple may, God is not to be deceived ; he ſearches. the 
ſecret: 
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ſecret Corners of your Hearts ; aud if this Days Toy be 
not rooted. there, he will never accept it. | 2 
As your Satisfa&ion' is, fo will your Rejoycing be : 
| Toy being but an Expreſſion of that Pleature, which 
we take in the Enjoyment of what we intimately 
wiſh'd for - And if we underſtood either our Duty, 
or out Intereſt, our Neceſſities or Convenience, muſt 
needs concentre in the happineſs. of our Gracious Sove- 
raign, Which is Eſſential to our own. For unlels God's 
Goodneſs be ſhewn to David his Servant, Iſrael his Peo- 
ple muſt never expe& it. And therefore, when they 
alledg'd the Cauſe of their Joy ; they give the King's 
| Mappineſs the Pre-eminence which it ought to have, 
and aſſign that for the Firſt and Greateſt. 
It is now ſeaſonab!e ior us to conſider, how Gra- 
cionus God hath heen to that Glorious Martyr, King 
Charles the Firſt, in preſerving and recalling his Po- 
fterity, to their own People and Inheritance, in ſetting 
his Two Sons upon his Throne. Thoſe Stones, which 
the Builders rejefied, have ſince been made the Head of 
the Corner : This is the. Lord's doing, and it ought to 
be marvellous in our Eyes, -and matter of Foy to our 
Hearts. | 
' His late Majeſty of Bleſſed Memory, knew full well, 
that he was oblis d by all the Ties of Honour, Juſtice 
and, Conſcience, to maintain the Crown, in its due 
and, Legal courſe of Deſcent, (as he did) againſt that 
Traiteraus Bill of Excluſion, which ſome reſtleſs Men 
would have Intruded upon him ; who uſed all the 
Black 
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Blick Arts of Hell to Kc preſent Majeſty of his 
Birth-right and Succeſſion, and would have: perverted 
the univerſal Principle of all Nations, , afid acted con- 
trary to the expreſs Word of God, to. compals his 
Ruine; as if any matural Injury might have been 
done, that good might have: come of it 3

Not conſidering, that the ſecuring of Religion, could 
not have been that way attempted, but with oper 
Violation to it ſclf and Fuſtice. ' 

But Liberty and Religion are two ſuch powerful 
Words of Enchantment, that the very noiſe of them 
produces real effeis in the World, and terrible ones 
too + For the unthinking -. and .eafily-deluded -Mlti- 
tude, are by the ſound of theſe, made Inftruments to 
deſtroy the thipgs themſelves, which they ſo eagerly 
contended for ; and' cheated of all: their golden Ex- 
pecations at laſt, of which they. dream'd at firſt. 

Next to this, we are oblig'd to bleſs: God for the 
many perils, which his Majeſty hath eſcaped by Sea ; 
If it had not been the Lord, who was on our fide, the ?ſ.cxxiv 
waters had over-whelmed him, and the flreams had + 
gone over bis ſoul: For his laſt miraculous Deli- 
verance from the finking Glouceſter-Frigat, that he 
did not then loſe bis Life with bis Shipr; whillt a great 
part of hig,Retinue periſhed, in his ſight :. But that 
the God of our ſaluation, who ſhews. bis wonders wn 
the deep; ſaved him out of many . waters, for our fre- 

| ſervation, 
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ſervation, and this days folemnity. We are hikewiſe 
to bleſs Almighty God, for ſnatching him out of the 
Jaws of Deftru&ion, by delivermg him miraculouſly 
trom that VUnnatural,, and Helliſh Conſpiracy and Re- 


bellion ; which was the natural Produ of their Black 


Bill of Exclufion : For they who would have Exchu- 


ded the preſent King, confelied with their laſt Breaths, - 


That they would have Murder'd the former, as well 
as him: From whence God's almighty Arm did re- 
cue them and us ; even becauſe be had a favour unto 
#5. The Enemies of our Soveraign Lord the King, 
are brought down and fallen; but we are riſen and 
ftant upright : Nor ſhall any Weapon, which is formed 
againſt the Lord's Anointed, proſper. | 

" 'Laſtty, We are to bleſs God, for his deliverance 
from Ty  Rebellions in the Firſt, and his Peaceable 
entrance on the Second Year of his Reign ; to whom, 
next to God and his good Argels, we are moſt be- 
- holden! for our national Happineſs ; for ' all thoſe 
miraculous Concurrences of his' Providence, which 
pave the Conſecration to this glorious Day. All which 
comprehenſive Mercies, call aloud upon us to facri- 
fice our unfeigned, hearty, Publick Thanks, with one 
Heart and Voice to God, for his tranſcendent Favours 
to David onr King, and Iſrael his People. 

- 2. Populo: To Iſrael his people, who by Solomon's 
means were freed from their Enemies, and Bondape, 
and kept in Peace and Safery.

been 4 of the Divine Bouity ;, when all the World, 
befides, was dry in compariſon of us: "2 came into 
no misfortunes like other Folks, nor bave we been pla- 
gned like other Men, round about us : Our Meſs hath 
been like Benjamin's, Five times bigger than the reſt of 
our Brethren ;, and we have plenty of all things rich- 
ly to enjoy : He hath not dealt with #s after onr Sins, 
nor rewarded us according to our Tniquities ; and there> 
fore let the unſpeakable Goodneſs of our God, lead 
us to Repentance ; or elſe the more he hath indulg' d 
us hitherto, the greater reaſon have we to exped& 
his ſeverity for the time to- come. 

Great 3s the Lord, and greatly to be praiſed, (when 
all the Malice and Power of Hell was raiſed to 
deſtroy him) for keeping our gracious Soveraign, 
under the ſhadow of bis Wing, to this day ; in afliſt- 
ing him by extraordinary Supplies of his Grace, to- 
undergo, not only with Patience, but Chearfulneſs, 
the many Indignities they caſt upon him, and the 
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Extremittes to which they drove him; and in giving 
him, now at laſt, the hearts of his Loyal Subjeds, 
and the recks of his Enemies : Which I therefore 
mention under this Head, becaule it is a Mercy ts 
#5, as well as to hint, who are neceſlary Sharers in 
it. And we were the moſt ungrateful Monſters in 
the World, if we ſhould not remember it ; and 
confider ſeriouſly, how happy the People are who are 
in ſuch a caſe; yea, how bleſſed are that People whoſe 
God 7s the Lord. 

Let us hang up our Votive Tables, and manifeſt 
our publick and chearful Senſe of theſe Mercies on 
this ſolenm Feftivity ; and left the more God in Mercy 
remembers us, the ſooner we forget both him and 
our ſelves, let the rejoycing of our Lips, be ſeconded 
with the reformation of our Lives : For if we ſtill do 
wickedly, we ſhall be conſumed, both we and our 
King. 

Let us love God, and one another, from this day 
forward, more than ever we did, for the King's ſake. 
The better Chriftians we become, the better Subjects 
we ſhall be; and the better Neigbours too. 

Let us therefore forſake all thoſe waſting fins, 
which rob us of our Peace and Joy; and remem- 
ber that all outward formalities of Rejozeing, are” but 
inſignificant Ceremones, if not accompanied with #n- 
nocence, and integrity. To what purpofe do we 
Ring our Bells; it we reſolve to draw Iniquity with 
Cords of Vanity; and Sin, as if it were with a Cart- 
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rope, ti.l we pull down God's Judgments, upon the 
King's, and our Heads? To what end ſhall we kin- 
dle Bone-fires, 1t-we reſolve to enkindle the Flames 
. of God's diſpleaſure, by our provoking Sins to-de- 


vour us, into whoſe Hands it will be a fearful thing #.x. 
to fall; for our God is a conſuming Fire ® To what 4 xj. 


purpoſe do we pleaſe or ſelves, if we reſolve like- 2y. 
wile to gratifie the King's, and our Enemies ; nay, 
and the Enemies of God, and all goodneſs too? For 
God's ſake, for the King's ſake, tor the Church of 
England's ſake, be dutifil SubjeSts to the King of Hea- 
ven in the firſt place; and next under him, to the 
King of Great Britain ; that God may never repent 
of his loving Kindneſs to him or ws. 
The Lord of Hoſts, who hath kept him in the 
day of trouble, of his Infinite Mercy to him and us, 
reſerve him front, for the time to come; the Lord 
help hint from his Sanfinary, and ftrengthen hint ont of 
Sion : Let the Ark of his Preſence be always precious 
to him, and let the Preſence of that Ark evermore pre- 
ſerve Him : Let thy Hand, O Lord, be upon the Man 
of thy Right Hand : Make him a conſtant Patron of 
thy Church and Truth : Prote@ his Perſon, and pro- 
{per his Government. Bleſs bim with wiſe and ſafe 
Councils; and give him courage and conſtancy to pur- 
ſue them. Bleſs him 1n his Royal Conſort, our gra- 
cious Queen MART; the partner of his Aflictions, 
as well as of his Glories; and in that good time, 
which ſhall be beſt for her and as, tulfil her Joys; 
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and 'make her a fruitful Mother of many and hap*- 

ke py Children ; and the King a Father of a numerons 
3 Poſterity, to Rule theſe Nationsafter him, by Suc .
